Japan Beats Russia on Land. 
Ts first great land battle of the Russo- 


Japanese War took place last Sunday on 

the Manchurian bank of the Yalu River, 

and bas resulted in a complete victory tor 
the Japanese. Тһе engagement, which had 
| been led up to by skirmishing nnd desultofy 
| fighting during the preceding week, was on а 
| large scale, with four miles.of front, and ths 
| Russians, stoutly. resisting, were driven back 
from position to position. ‘The losses on both 
sides were heavy, the Japanese confessing to 700, 
and estimating the Russian loss at 800. Feng- 
hwang-cheng, to which the Russians made their 
final retreat, is on the road between the Yalu 
estuary апа Liao-yang, where it joins the 
important Russian railway between Mukden and 
| Port Arthur. Тһе distance between Lino-yang 
| and Port Arthur is almost, exactly 200 miles. 
| The following message, dated May 1, is from

The Japanese began the nttack on the Yalu on 
Tuesday. ‘The battle continued during Wednes- 
day, Thursday, Friday, and Saturday. The 
decisive struggle is anticipated to-day. Оп 
Thursday the Japanese elfected a crossing and 
established themselves on tbe right bank of the 
river. : On Saturday there was a long-range duel 
with heavy gunê across the river.

After five days’ fighting, largely with artillery, 
the First Japanese Army, under General Kuroki, 
forced the crossing of the Yalu, and, with a 
gallant infantry charge over four miles of front, 
drove the Russians from Kiu-lien-cheng and the 
heights on the right bank of the Tho of Aiga 
River.

Ask yourself this question ; then ask 
your friends. You will be surprised to find how 
many will answer * No; I have tried once or 
twice and failed; they fade or wrinkle so that 
they look worse than before they were washed. 
Do tell me how it is done, for 1 have any amount 
of old ribbons, good ones, but too badly soiled 
to be used again." 

Have you not old ribbons, too? And would 
you not like to know how they can be made 
new? If you ате опе of the many girls who 
have to economise, you will value the inform- 
ation highly, and even if you are one of the 
fortunate. ones who сап buy ‘new ribbons 
whenever the old. ones are soiled, you, too, 
can find many other ‘uses for your ribbon- 
money.

Do not wring the ribbons as 
you would handkerchiefs, but fold'them smoothly 
and press them between the hands until you get 
out as much of the water as possible. If you 
desire the ribbons to be as stiff as when new, put 
а few drops of vinegar іп the rinsing water. Have 
the iróning-board ready, spread the ribbons 
between two towels and press with a moderately 
hot iron until thoroughly dry. 

This method will be found excellent with 
satin, taffeta, peau-de-soie, grosgrain, Liberty 
satin, miroir velvet, and other ribbons—except 
silk velvet. Silk velvet ribbons should be merely 
dampened—not soaked—and run quickly back 
and forth over the face of a hot iron (silk side 
next to the iron) until dry. With а clothes- brush 
brush up the face of the ribbon gently but 
thoroughly, and the old velvet ribbon will be 
restored to its original condition.—MARGUERITE.

HE theatrical, event of the week is cer- 
tainly the death of Nellie Farren. That 
delightful actress ended her bright career 
at ten o'clock on Thursday, April 28, at 

Sinclair Road, West Kensington. She was born 
in Lancashire in 1848, her father, Mr. Henry 
Гаттеп, being an actor and manager, and her 
grandfather was the famous William. Farren, so 
that the theory of hereditary genims holds good 
in this instance. 1% is hardly too much to say 
that Nellie Farren was at one time the most 
popular actress on the English stage. I remem- 
ber some interesting events of her career. 
When she left England for a trip to Australia, 
which it was hoped would restore her to 
health, there маз the most  affectionate 
parting that ever was witnessed on the Englieh 
stage. АП round the gallery the **gods'"' had 
stretched a canvas with a farewell greeting to 
the berdine of the night written on it, and some 
of the “ gallery boys" called out “Бау good- 
bye, Nellie.’? But Miss Farren was too overcome 
to speak. Sobbing as if Нег heart would break, 
she waved adieu to her admirers. The voyage 
did her. good, and it was hoped that she would 
be entirely restored'; but, alas! it did not prove 
so. The greatest event in her brilliant career 
was the. bcuefit.at Drury Lane on March 17, 
1898, which realised the sum of £7200. This 
amount was invested Бу the Rothschilds, and an 
excellent annuity allowed on the capital. ‘Thus 
she lived in comfort until gout at the heart 
proved fatal. 


It would require a volume to tell her many 
attractive and amusing qualities. Iwas at the 
Gaiety one night when ** Ali Baba" was being 
played. ‘The old man with his donkey and cart 
had crossed the stage, when from behind the 
scenes we heard Miss Farren say, “АП right, 
father," “I’m coming, father,” in such comic 
tones that the house was convulsed, and the 
roar of applause that. greeted. her entrance I 
shall never forget. ‘The last time I met her was 
at the Royal Opera, Covent Garden, where in а 
private box on the grand tier every opera-glass 
was levelled at her. She wasthén about forty, and 
looked charming. No other actress ever played 
burlesque with such vivacity and grace, and 
playgoers naturally inquire, ‘‘Shall we ever 
see another Nellie Farren?” I do not think 
they will, жалса 

Nellie Farren had intended to write the history 
of her stage career; but, probably owing to her 
weak health, this was never carried out. She has 
left no will, but I learn that out of the sum 
realised by her benefit. at Drury Lane, held in 
trust by Messrs. Pallant and Silverthorne, £1000 
will be devoted to a ‘* Nellie Farren” hospital 
cot for children, £500 to the Actors’ Benevolent 
Fund, and £500 to the Royal General Theatrical 
Fund. N

On the other hand, if left to take care of itself it 
wil: soon die out, and while it is dying only poor buds will 
come. Expanded flowers, not suitable for market work, will 
result from this treatment. То keep moss roses in health, 
and producing in continuation the таме article, they must. 
be regularly pruned each season. hen wn on their 
own roots, ая they should be for market, they will throw 
up young wths from the root suckers year by year. 
Generally, it will be wise at pruning time, towards the end 
of Mareh, to cut these bick about half their length. From 
the five or six buds near the top of the.piece left will 
come the young wths and flower buds for market. 
When the trees have grown another season these side 
wood growths should be pruned back so as to form 
a miniature head, three or four good. buds being 
left on each piece. The young growths that-come up 
in the second year should be thinned out by lifting some 
for further plantings, and by cuttingsothers clean out. 
Those that are to remain must be cut half back, as in the 
case of the first pruning. In seasons following, some of 
the first-pruned pieces can be cut right out, and young 
stuff be brought on again as before. Бо treated, moss 
roses will be durable and lasting, and will produce-an 
abundance of fine moss-covered buds.

c Crop Trouble in Fowls. 

Trregular feeding ov over-feeding with hard, dry corn is 
very liable to cause crop trouble. Over-distensions by 
giving too large a feed of grain after a-long fast or 
mechanieal obstruetion on account of some indigestible 
substance blocking the passage from the crop to the 
gizzard, are common causes. Where no d is paid to 
the hours of feeding, «nd large quantities of grain, such as 
Indian corn, poor oat-, and barley, are thrown down, some 
fowls will be sure to gorge themselves greedily with. it. 
As soon as the grain is put within reach they rush eagerly 
at it and eat all they can, а mouthful at а time. This 
is unnatural; a fowl should pick a grain, and not a 
mouthful, аба time. Тһе bird, stimulated by the 
presence of the others, swallows as much as possible, 
overfills its crop, and then has what in the human being 
would be.called “а pain in the chest.” By instinct the 
bird has recourse to water to remove it, but food can 
only pass to the gizzard as that organ empties itself of 
the stuff previously in it. In the meantime it swells, and 
causes distension of the crop. From the frequent. oceur- 
rence of this there is а loss of digestive power; the gizzard 
has become large, weak, and flaccid, unable to dispose of 
the food daily put in it. Appetite ceases and thirst 
increases, the fowl drinks to the last, and dies. If the 
part is merely swollen, a good remedy is to pour a table- 
spoonful of neat gin or brandy down the bird’s throat, and 
to starve it for a day—i.e., from one breakfast-time until 
the next—and then feed it sparingly with soft food three 
times a day, mixing some finely chopped raw onion in it.
